LONDON, June 21.—New bread riots started Thursday night in 
the Favoriten and Brigettenay districts of Vienna, and there are now 
more than 150,000 munitions workers on strike in the Austrian cap- 
ital, says an Exchange Telegraph company dispatch from Vienna. 

An attempt to attack the German embassy in Vienna, according 
to Vienna correspondents of municipal newspapers, was dispersed 
by the police. There were many arrests ‘and some persons were in- 
jured. There were many cries of ‘‘Germany is starving us- Down 
with Germany !"’ 

A statement issued by the Vienna police declares that demon- 
strators held up tramways, broke windows and looted food shops 
and bakers’ carts. At the municipal council meeting, Herr Neumann, 
representing the Socialists, denounced the Brest-Litovsk peace as a 
fraud and declared the situation was untenable.

Initial British Flight Likely 
to Be Essayed This 
Fall 


DEFINITE PROJECY 


Aim Is to Get Whole Fleet 
Across Without Taxing 
Shipping 


WASHINGTON, June 21—Big United 
States airplanes and seaplanes should 
be flying across the Atlantic to reach 
the front by next summer, Maj.-Gen. 
W. Brancker, of the British Air Minis- 
try, said here today, in a formal state- 
ment to the press. He is in Washing- 
ton to co-operate with American air- 
craft officials and believes that a 
ploneer Trans-Atlantic flight should 
be attempted without delay. 

“An enterprise which must be car- 
ried out as soon as possible,"’ General 
Brancker said, “is‘the flight of the 
Atlantic. There is really no reason 
why a considerable number of big air- 
planes and seaplanes should not cross 
the Atlantic during next summer.” 

His mission in this city has to do 
with arrangements for the pioneer 
filght in which {it is hoped the United 
States government will co-operate, 
Mr. Brancker stated this afternoon. 

It is expected that the initial British 


flight will be made this autumn in a) 


machine of British manufacture, prob- 
ably a seaboat starting from New- 
foundland and touching at the Azores 
and Portugal before arriving in Ire- 
land. It has been estimated that the 
trip can be made in 40 hours of flying. 
Plans under consideration call for 
crews of four men composed of an 
engineer, a relief of pilots and a navi- 
gating officer. 
Is Definite Project 

Establishment of an air route to 
Europe from the United States in 
order to bring the full force of Ameri- 
can effort in the air to bear against 
Germany, has been decided upon as a 
definite project by the British air 
council), the new organization into 
which all, the British air service has 
been merged. 

General Grancker hopes that the 
first machin® to make the crossing 
will corny both British snd.

The attitude of the American 
government toward the project has 
not been disclosed, although General 
Brancker laid stress on the fact that 
the whole purpose of the trial was to 
blaze a new trail to Europe over which 
American aircraft would be delivered 
mwext year without taxing shipping. 
Presumably, it arises from the fixed 
purpose of the British air ministry to 
cary the bombing warfare into Ger- 
many on a steadily increasing scale, 
until not a vital spot in the German 
Empire ts safe from Allied raiders.

FIRM CHOSEN ’ 
TO NEGOTIATE 
DEBENTURES 


City Council Satisfied with Way 
in Which Extensions Are 
Proceeding 


At a special meeting of the city 
council on Friday evening a bylaw was 
passed which empowered the firm of 
Otis & Company to act as the agents or 
attorneys of the city in dealing with 
the Bank of Manhatten in New York, 
for the purpose of directing the ap- 
plication of funds to the payment of 
certain of the short-term debentures, 
which fall due on July 1, and also to 
designate those in regarj to which 
consent to extension of time for re- 
payment of the principal sum has 
been obtained, Also in connection 
with the extensions of debentures to, 
as the bylaw put it, “do or cause to be 
done, all such acts, matters and things 
whatever in anywise relating to the 
said premises as fully and to all in- 
tents and purposes as the said city or 
its official officers could do if these 
presents had not been made.” 

The powers given are irrevocable for 
the period of one month from date. 

The bylaw also gives the agents 
power and authority to substitute and 
appoint one or more attorneys to ex- 
ercise for the city any or all of the 
powers conferred upon Otis & Co, by 
the bylaw. 

Previous to passing the bylaw the 
Mayor said that the extensions were 
proceeding very satisfactorily. Otis 
& Co. had stated that they had secur- 
ed extensions for $600,000, and they 
would underwrite $250,000 themselves. 
In thelr latest telegram they said that 
further extensions were being carried 
out. 

“What with the extensions made. 
and the cash that we have in sight, we 
shall be all right by July 1," added 
the Mayor. 

The Mayor remarked that the agents 
were to be paid 2% per cent. com- 
mission on what they. undertook to 
underwrite themselves, and 2 per cent, 
on the extensions made by them. At 
the present time the rate of exchange 
was about 219, or it would cost that 
to get the money into the States, so 
that they would save half per cent. on 
the amount underwritten 

Council agreed to the terms men- 
tioned 

Want Tax Arrears Reduced 

The Mayor asked the Aldermen be- 
fore Tuesday next to consichir what 
attitude they would take up in regard 
to the cases now going before the 
Board of Utility Commissioners for 
the province, in which the applicants 
were asking for their land to be taken 
out of the city limits and for the 
arrears and taxes to be reduced or 
compromised. 

It was stated that there were three 
of these cases, the application of E. D. 
Grierson, the Hartley Land Corpora- 
tion, and a syndicate composed of 
J. W. Hay. Rice Sheppard, G. F. Emer- 
son and W. D. Chapelle. 


SEATS FOR SOLDIERS. 


The police commission is asking the 
elty council that permission should be 
granted to the Great War Veterans’ 
Association that seats should be allow- 
ed to be placed in the streets for the 
benefit of the returned soldiers. The 
chief constable is of opinion that the 
privilege should not interfere with the 
traffic, and the police commission re- 
commends that it should be granted, 
provided that there are no complaints 
and that the privilege is not abused in 
any way. The application was made to 
the police commission by the secre- 
tary of the Great War Veterans’ Asso- 
ciation, as it is desired that the seats 
should be available for the men io 
sit and rest.

Chief Justice Harvey Draws UP ESTIM ATES COST 


Regulations in Accordance 
With Authority Given. 


In connection with the war relief 
act, which was passed at last session to 
supersede the moratorium aet the fol- 
lowing rules ind regulations have been 
made by Chief Justice Harvey under 
powers conferred on him by this act: 

1. The application to a judge for 
leave to commence proceedings as pro- 
vided by Section 4 shall be upon notice, 
unless for satisfactory reasons such no- 
tice is dispensed with by the judge. 

2. The notice may be originating no 
tice or by any form of notice giving the 
particulars of the application and of 
the time and place when and where it 
will be made, 

3. It shall not be necessary to file 
hearing of the application. 

4. The notice shall be served on all 
persons who may be personally liable 
but need not be served on subsequent 
encumbrances or execution creditors 
or other persons simply having a lien 
harge on the land,

NORTHERN FUR TRADE 
OPENED FOR SEASON 


The northern fur trade is opening 
for the Furs generally are 
scarce, but there is a good supply of 
beaver. The beaver has veen protec- 
ted for several years ant have tncreas- 
ed considerably. Other fur-bearing 
animals being scarce, the restrictions 
on beaver killing were removed last 
fall, and as a consequence beaver ts in 
supply and prices are high, 
ranging from $15 to $20.

Price Control or Revenue?

But it would not af- 
fect the business in the way it 
ought to be affected—to bring 
down the price of the product to 
the consumer. Rather the contrary, 
The sort of food regulation the 
country requires is regulation to 
keep the prices of food from soar- 
ing beyond the reach of people in 
ordinary circumstances, That end 
is not attained by a licensing sys- 
tem which makes the Government 
@ participant in the rake-off but 
allows the price to keep on going 
up. That is only a disguised form 
of indirect taxation of the con- 
sumer; and one in which it is to 
the interest of the Government 
that prices should be increased 
rather than reduced. Yet the pur- 
pose and effect of what regulation 
has been done in Canada seems to 
have been to make the Govern- 
ment a sharer with the profiteer in 
the spoils squeezed out of the pub- 


jlic, The object in putting a food 


supply under Government license 
should be to keep down the price, 
not to raise revenue.

J ese carrying charges, and took his pay out of the consumer, 
in the other hand, Alberta is in a position to give Manitoba a 
certain portion of the season’s coal during the WINTER months 
and this would need no special financing, whereas all the Penn- 
sylvania coal had to be carried over the summer months. Because 
he does not see as large a profit in sight in the handling of Alberta 
coal, the dealer declines to do business on as favorable terms for 
the product of his own country as he has hitherto been doing in 
handling the product of a foreign country. If the dealer refuses 
to finance for delivery of Alberta coal early in the season, he is 
master of the situation, so far as he himself is concerned, and 
unless some other means is taken it becomes impossible to lay in 
during the summer a supply of Alberta coal that will certainly 
prevent a winter scarcity. F 


The Government has butted in to the coal business from 
almost every angle. It may have been necessary that such action 
as has been taken, should be taken; but after Government inter- 
ference in so many forms there is no reason why the 
Dominion Government should not take upon itself the burden of 
financing that part of the coal requirements of the West that 
must be mined in summer if there is not te be a coal famine in 
the winter. The mine operators are not in a financial position 
to carry the load; the consumers, speaking of them as a whole, 
are in no better position, although, in individual instances, they 
can do so. If the Government would back the coal dealers in 
the banks in providing payment for coal delivered during the 
summer months, there would be no possibility of the Government 
losing on the transaction, and the wheels of industry could be 
kept rolling, when otherwise they cannot possibly be moved, If 
the licensed dealer at a distributing point was able to draw from 
the bank say 75% of the cost of his coal delivered to him from 
the mine, and was compelled to turn over to the bank an equal 
amount out of every ton he sold, there would be absolutely no 
chance of loss to the country, and the mines could at once begin 
to produce to their full capacity. 


The Keeping Qualities of Edmonton Coal. 


Assuming the financial problem to be met in this way, the 
next question is as to the keeping qualities of Alberta domestia 
coal. This alleged lack of keeping quality is being worked to a 
frazzle in the campaign put on by the Pennsylvania interests In 
Winnipeg, and no doubt has some effeet upon the minds of con- 
sumers. [f they can be made to believe that the coal which ds 
bought in summer will not be of value as fuel in winter, they are 
bound to take every means to prevent their being dependent on 
Alberta coal. It is an admitted fact that Alberta domestic coal 
differs in important particulars from Pennsylvania bituminous or 
anthracite, just as it differs from Alberta bituminous or anthra- 
cite, -it has certain qualities and advantages not possessed by 
bituminous, and bituminous possesses certain qualities and advan- 
tages that are not found in Alberta domestic. It is a faet that 
Alberta domestic coal has not as good keeping qualities as bitu- 
minous or anthracite, If exposed to sun, wind, and rain, it has 
a tendeney to check and ultimately to slack; that is, break into 
pieces so small that it becomes difficult to burn it satisfactorily 
in an ordinary cook stove, heater or furnace, and impossible to 
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burn it in an open grate. At the same time slacked coal is used 
entirely by the Alliance Power Co. of Edmonton to run the water- 
works, electric power and electric light utilities of the city, it only 
requires a special draft in the furnace in order to turn it to good 
account. 


If Alberta coal slacked through lapse of time and not merely 
because of undue exposure, that would of course militate seriously 
against summer mining and storage for winter use; but, as a 
matter of fact, if Edmonton domestic coal is delivered to the 
consumer in good condition—that is to say, having been properly 
screened—and if it is thoroughly covered from sun, wind and 
rain, it will keep from early summer throughout the winter 
in perfectly good condition. Sun and wind have more effect 
upon it than rain, but if Edmonton coal is piled out in the open 
and left without shelter of any kind, while the outer layer will 
slack, as already stated, in that condition it will protect the re- 
mainder of the pile. Of course it would be wasteful to store 
Edmonton coal as bituminous and anthracite can be stored, 
without shelter of any kind. As a matter of fact, however, con- 
sumers generally do not store even their bituminous or anthracite 
coal under such conditions. Circumstances require that there shall 
be enclosed and covered storage provided for any class of coal held 
by the consumer. Therefore, the fact that bituminous or anthra- 
cite coal can be stored without shelter, while Edmonton coal 
should not, has no bearing on the question of the respective values 
of the two kinds of coal. In any case coal is given covered and 
enclosed storage, and if Edmonton coal is given properly covered 
and enclosed storage it does not deteriorate seriously or appreci- 
ably in value. For the reason that wind and sun affect it, base- 
ment storage is better than storage above ground. The consumer 
who can provide basement storage need have no hesitation in_fill- 
ing up with Edmonton coal whenever he can get it, being assured 
that it will give good fuel value whenever consumed. Storage 
above ground should be well enclosed from sun, wind and rain, 
and if storage of that character is provided—as it can easily be 
—there is no appreciable or serious slacking or deterioration in 
fuel value. 


While there is a general similarity in the fuel qualities of 
Edmonton domestic coal in that it all burns without making soot, 
there are some differences between the products of different mines 
in heating power per ton and in keeping qualities, The consumer 
must make his own choice as to what company he desires to deal 
with, and which product he prefers, In coal mining, as in every 


other line of business, some producers give greater care to the 
preparation of their product for the market than others, 

In this connection, it would be well for dealers and consum- 
ers—especially those who are served by train—to take notice of 
the fact that the Pennsylvania coal interests of Winnipeg are 
carrying on a campaign that stops at nothing to discredit Alberta 
coal; and that it has come to the knowledge of men in the coal 
business in Edmonton that at points in Saskatchewan coal slack 
has been offered for sale as Edmonton coal, clearly with the in- 
tention of discrediting the marketable Edmonton product, Coal 
shipped from the well established mines is thoroughly screened 
before being loaded, and is shipped in condition to stand storage 
if properly handled and cared for, 


The point is that Edmonton coal has the heating power 
necessary to stand off winter conditions. There is plenty of it, 
and the only question is whether it can be made available in 
sufficient quantities at the time when it is most urgently needed. 
That is a matter which claims the attention of the producer, dealer, 
consumer and Government, and each has his own measure of 
responsibility. The consumer is the men whose need must be 
supplied, He is the man who must pay all costs; and he is the 
man who suffers if the supply is not available. His only safe 
course is to buy coal when he can get it and store it until he needs 
to use it. By this means—and this means alone---when winter 
comes he will be independent of miner, dealer and Government 
and will ensure the health and safety of himself, his family and 
his business. :
